EARTHQUAKE CAUSE 
OF DESTRUCTION 


Most of Victims of Wave 
Are Women and Chil- 
dren; Extent of Proper- 
ty Damage Unknown. 


ST. JOHNS, N. F., Nov. 21.—() 
A gigantic tidal wave caused by the 
earthquake of last Monday, hit the 
isolated section of the south coast of 
the Burin peninsula, Newfoundland, 
and took a toll of 36 lives and caused 
property damage of unestimated pro- 
portions, 

First news of the disaster which 
destroyed several little fishing vil- 
lages along the remote southern side 
of the peninsula three days ago 
reached here today by government 
wireless from steamers which put into 
the inlet at Burin. Land communica- 
tion with the section had been sev- 
ered since Monday when a storm, pre- 
ceding the quake and tidal wave, 
swept across the inland. 

The most importapt.of the_ little 
coast towns, with a population of 
1,200, reported 9 drowned when the 
huge wall of water struck, carrying 
16 buildings into the sea. Most of 
those killéd were women and children. 

Some reports said that the wave, 
crowded into the narrow inlet by high 
rocky cliffs, reached a height of 40 
feet in Burin and swept away all 
property along the waterfront.

Submarine Disturbance. 


Burin is only 350 miles from where 
scientists estimate the submarine dis- 
turbance was centered in the gulf 
of St. Lawrence. From the early re- 
ports, the tidal wave kicked up by the 
quake, originating under the sea, 
struck along the coast for a distance 
of 30 miles. 

The steamer Daisy, a government 
boat, is giving assistance to the strick- 
e~. communities. Among the other 
vessels along the coast is the Portia. 
which wirelessed first news of the 
disaster. 

The quake, which caused the tidal 
wave, was felt all along the north- 
eastern American coast Monday. 
Buildings shook throughout New Eng- 
land cities and in sections of Nova 
Scotia chimneys’ fell and windows 
were broken. No serious damage was 
reported on land from the disturbance, 
however. 

The tidal wave temporarily para- 
lyzed the winter fishery upon which 
the people of Burin depend for the 
necessities of life. Fishing stands, 
boats and dwellings went down with 
the tide, advices tonight said and it 
was believed that the means of liveli- 
hood for residents of a 30-mile stretch 
of coast had been reduced to ruins. 

Telegraph lines to Burin have been 
down since Sunday when northwest 
winds of gale proportions kept the 
fishermen ashore. 

Because of the crippled communi- 
cations it was believed here that it 
may be several days before the exact 
extent of the property damage is

Georgia prcverty tax assessments for 
1929 increased $20,000,000 over those 
of 1928, figures in the digests in the 
office of the state comptroller general 
show. An analysis of this gain, ‘as 
shown in a statement prepared ex- 
clusively for The Constitution, shows 
a gross increase of $29,108,827 in 65 
counties and a decrease of $9,776,516 


in the remaining 96 counties. 

The figures were taken directly 

from the tax digests on file in the 
office of the comptroller general, and 
are subject to such corrections as 
may be shown necessary in an audit 
of the bobks now being carried out 
by members of his staff. 
_ Fulton county bore the bulk of the 
increase. The assessments increased 
from $262,077,365 to $280933,185, or 
$17.961.820 within the year. 

In addition *. tne $20,000,000 in- 
crease in the regular tax ussessments 
there was an increase of $2,000,000 
in public utility assessments.

Hot Water Tank Ex-. 
plodes at Rush Hour in 
Washington Variety 
Store—Wrecks Building. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—()— 
An explosion in the basement of a 
ten-cent store during the rush hour 
today killed five persons, dangerously 
injured at least four others, and sent 
40 less seriously hurt to hospitals. 

The blast rocked the store and tore | 


away the front wall to send bricks 
and huge concrete blocks from the 
sidewalk hurtling upon passers-by. 

So great was the disorder left by 
the concrete and wreckage showered 
about ths front of the building that 
it was two hours before firemen could 
clear it away with motor derri sto 
find the source of the explosion.

ton Growers’ Exchange, announced to- 
night. 

Date of the meeting to present a 
plan for unification next year of all 
the fourteen state co-operative asso- 
ciations will be announced as soon as 
Mr. Moser can conclude final arrange- 
ments with Alexander Legge, chairman 
of the farm board, he said. 

“Chairman Legge, Vice Chairman 
James C. Stone, of Lexington, Ky.; 
Carl Williams, cotton member of the 
board, of Oklahoma City, and more 
than 200 representatives of the co-op- 
eratives will be here,” said Mr. Moser, 
after an all day meeting of the board 
of trustees behind closed doors. 

“Cotton growers will thus receive 
treatment equal to that accorded by 
the government to the grain growers, 
when the farm board helped organize 
the National Grain Growers’ Corpora- 
tion.” said Mr. Moser.

Mr. Black qualified his optimism by 
saying that the country undoubtedly 
was in for a period of recuperation. 

“We have been living in an Elysian 
dream, in an era of profitless pros- 
perity, for the past two or three 
years,’ he said. “Now we shall have 
to go to work, Our young men espe- 
cially will have to go to work.” 

It was the history of all booms, 
said Mr. Black, that the collapse came 
suddenty. There had never been an 
orderly deflation. 

“When you prick a bubble the air 
rushes out and the bubble bursts— 
there is nothing gradual] about it,” he 
added. “Maybe you.can explain why 
this is. I can’t. I don’t see why the 
air wouldn’t be contented to stay in 
the bubble instead of wanting to get 
outside. But it is that way.” 

Mr. Black said that all value came 
from the land, from mines, forests 
and crops. 

“I wouldn’t have believed that six 
weeks ago,” he added, “but I am con- 
vinced of it now.” 

The south, he said, had been less 
affected by the recent stock collapse 
than any other part of the country, 
due partly to the fact that there was 
uot as much money here as in other 
sections, and because southern people 
were more conservative and less given 
to speculation. . 

“There was nothing new in the Wall 
Street debacle,” Mr. Black went on. 
“I thought that the South Sea bubble 
was about as far back in time as such 
things went, but I looked into history 
a bit and read about a stock boom 
and collapse in Italy in the year 33 
that broke everybody in Rome.” 

The South Sea bubble had its proto- 
types in the Florida boom and the 
Wall Street orgy, Mr. Black said, 
when rea} estate sold at impossible 
prices and stocks paying no dividends, 
or very small ones, went to $500 a 
share. 

That the debacle did not result in 
a great panic and ruin for everybody 
was due to the protective system of 
the federal reserve banks, Mr. Black 
said. Like the Bank of England during 
the South Sea speculation the reserve 
banks her2 issued warnings before the 
crash came. but those who were 
warned replied. “None of your busi- 
ness.” When the crash did come the 
federal reserve banks furnished the 
sinews of war.

Ice *s the only remaining handicap 
which flyers have been unable to over- 
come and which, he admitted, there 
is now no known means of combating. 
H» expressed confidence that the fu- 
ture will bring means of effective 
resistance. Fog trouble has 
tually been eliminated by employ- 
ment of radio beams which warn the 
pilot and enable him to hold to a 
charted course, he added. 

Dealing principally with the evo- 
lution of commercial flying since the 
establishment of the first air mail 
line between New York and Washing- 
ton ten years ago, Colonel Henderson 
stressed the fact that America is at- 
tempting to launch air transportation 
without subsidizing the service, as has 
been done in Europe. 


Present Service. 


America today has a real, national 
air mail service with planes covering 
55,000 miles daily, two-thivds§ of 
which ships fly at night. Incidental- 
ly, he pointed out that the only Euro- 
—_ night flying is over the line from 

lin to Bondon and there the start- 
sy * td for each night trip is 2 a. m. 

xcept for a detailed sketch of the 
trans-continental service now offered 
the public by lines with which he is 
identified, in co-operation with the 
Pennsylvania and Sante Fe railroads, 
Colonel Henderson avoided reference 
to sectional flying conditions.

The Pennsylvania is not only 
co-operating in the trans-continental 
service but it has become a heavy 
stockholder in the National Air Trans- 
port. The same railroad_in recent 
weeks has sent every one of its pas- 
senger conductors on experimental 
trips in order to familiarize them with 


the service. 

While this country, with 3,000 
miles separating it from possible for- 
eign entanglements, has turned over 
the development of commercial aero- 
nautics to private enterprise, the men- 
ace of war caused Europe ‘to subsi- 
dize its lines, according to Colonel 
Henderson. With critical prophec 
that the next war, if it comes, will 
be won in the air, it is up to Amet- 
ica to attain air preparedness, for 
with it, he said, “she will become in- 
vincible.” 

Government cc-operation has been 
all that could be hoped for, Colonel 
Henderson said in this connection, in 
furthering commercial flying. The 
postoffice department gives the lines 
now operating 98 per cent of their 
total business, lights the fields, es- 
tablishes and maintains beacons and 
provides an inspection and license 
service indispensable to successful op- 
erations. 

Cause of Failures. 

In his reference to ice troubles, 
Colonel Henderson ventured the opin- 
ion that 90 per cent of the trans-At- 
lantic failures have been due to this 
danger. Had Lindbergh been foul of 
ice accumuiation 30 minutes longer, 
when he flew to Paris in 1927, the

Sees Bright Future. 

In reviewing the present situation 
of farming and industry, the state 
president saw the “beginning of a 
number of years ‘of solid, substantial 
growth and increased real estate ac- 
tivity” which, he said, it behooved 
realtors to take advantage of. 

Lincoln McConnell, Jr., manager of 
the Macon Chamber of Commerce, 
— of the industrial prospects of 

eorgia, giving the results of his in- 
vestigations of the subject. 

“My advice to the realtor would be 
to encourage industrial] investment lo 
cally and not to look for a manufac- 
turing plant to come from elsewhere to 
establish a plant,” said Mr. McCon- 
nell. The figures of the last five years 
show that 81 per cent of the new 
industries started in this country were 
started by local people. Only 9.4 per 
cent of the new industries moved into 
the locality from another section and 
a Jarge proportion of these were 
branch factories. 

In the afternoon session D. J. Car- 
rison, Bolingbroke, spoke on farm 
lands and brought a rising vote of 
appreciation for “his splendid address” 
by the convention. 

“The trouble with farming is not 
in the land.” Mr. Carrison pointed 
out, “but in the methods of operation. 
The farm has got to be modernized 
as this is the only way the costs of 
production can be cut down,” 

“I would like to make one sugzges- 
tion to the real estate men,” said Mr. 
Carrison, “that when they go home 
they select a progressive young man, 
and back him with a tractor and thé 
necessary implements and see to it 
that he carries out a modern program 
of farming and it will be the biggest 
agricultural advertisement you can 
make.” 

Paul Meredith Speaks. 


Paul C. Meredith, Orlando, execu- 
tive secretary of the Florida Associa- 
tion of Rea! Estate Boards, spoke on

“The greatest obstacle to real estate 
Sales,” he said, “is not other real 
estate salesmen but everyone else, 
Stocks and bonds, radios, electric re- 
frigerators sold on time and other 
ready investments appeal because they 
are not taxed.”

But we will never have proper 
traffic conditions until Atlanta 
wakes up to the fact that in the mat- 
ter of traffic officers, we are a 
decade behind the city’s growth. 

The prevention of reckless driv- 
ing and at the same time the speed- 
ing up of traffic so that our streets 
will be kept as clear as possible, is 
a difficult and delicate job and our 
traffic officers—what there are of 
them—deserve full recognition of 
the good work they are doing. 

But there are not enough motor- 
cycle officers to anywhere approxi- 
mate satisfactory patrolling of the 
busy thoroughfares which carry the 
bulk of our traffic. _ Every such 
Street in the city should be under 
full police surveillance, so that reck- 
less driving or speeding would re- 
Sult in the offender winding up in 
the station house without loss of 
Such patrolling is impossible 
with the scanty number of men now 
available for our traffic squad. 


Traffic in the downtown sector 
will be congested as long as the city 
continues its antiquated policy re- 
garding one-way streets. Streets 
are still being used as two-way 
thoroughfares that are so narrow 


that the stopping of a single car 


means the entire tying up of traf- 
fice not only on that street but on 
the wider boulevards from which it 
feeds. 

It is a system that is foolish and 
foolhardy and results not only in 
traffic tie-ups but in taking up the 
time of traffic officers in unscram-

As a result, the name of Chief 
Cody and the reputation of Atlanta 
fire department are held in high 
esteem throughout the country. 

Chief Cody launched his career 
of unselfish public service more 
than a half century ago, when at 
the age of twenty he became con- 
nected with Atlanta's old volunteer 
fire department. In all the years 
since. that time there has never 
been a blemish on his record or his 
character. 

His death leaves a vacancy in the 
city government which will be hard 
to fill and means the loss to the city 
of an upright, conscientious citizen. 


THE BALANCING SOUTH. 


The identity of interests which 
once seemed to favor economic and 
political alliances between the south 
and the west is no longer either ap- 
parent or actual. Then tke inter- 
ests of both sections were largely 
agricultural and meat-food produc- 
tion. The interest of the west in 
those industries is still paramount, 
but in the south there has come 
since the century dawned a diversifi- 
cation of industries which has nulli- 
fied in large measure any necessity 
for the southern people to make 
common cause with the agrarians of 
the west and northwest. 

In practically all of the southern 
States the non-agricultural industries 
are of larger importance and pro- 
duction than those of the farm and 
plantation. While the latter’s prod- 
ucts are still of great consequence 
and necessity they do not dominate 
popular interest and political preju- 
dices as they did a generation ago. 
The farm from henceforth must in 
the south be a co-operator with the 
factory and not a contestant against 
it for capitalistic and governmental 
favor. The two must now, for their 
mutual prosperities, work together 
upon the program that the factory 
must feed from the farm and the 
farm profit from the factory. 


Both interests in the south should 
take a serious lesson from history. 
They should read and ponder how 
the people of New England drove 
their farmers to the west for free 
lands on which to raise cheap food 
for their kindred back in the home 
factories. The plan flourished for 
Several generations, but it works 
mutually no more. Now the east- 
érn factories want foods at the 
cheapest possible prices while get- 
ting the highest protected prices for 
their factory wares. On the other 
hand the western farmers are fight- 
ing even now in the congress for 
higher food prices and lower factory 
prices. 


The two interests, eastern and 
western, are in an irrepressible con- 
flict, except as the southern bal- 
ance of power in the congress may 
decide it for the one side or the 
other. The southern representa- 
tives see in the tariff battle their 
chance to fight and vote for the 
consumers, the great mass of the 
people, who produce neither food 
nor goods, and must daily buy both 
with their earnings from their labor. 
That is wise and that is democratic 
in due measure, but it is equally im- 
portant that they do not act and 
vote so as to cripple, and possibly 
Strangle, the new and increasing 
non-agricultural industries of the 
south from which increasing mil- 
lions of our people must earn their 
bread, raiment and shelter. 


It is a good thing for every one 
to remember that nothing is cheap 
to him who has no money with 
which to buy. That truth has been 
largely forgotten in the east and has 
caused many serious troubles to its 
industries. The safer and wiser 
way is to legislate so that the peo- 
ple can earn largely, want much and 
be eager to buy. For price seldom 
frightens off the man or woman 
with a fat pocketbook. 


Southern industries must rely 
largely yet upon the prosperity, the 
free capital, and the investment eag- 
erness of the east. We get none of 
these much from the west. Pru- 
dence and political sagacity should 
take such facts:-into sensible con- 
sideration in due season.

center in the rare and yet unexplained 
phenomena of “ball lightning.” Scien- 


tists, incidentally, are still baffled by 


this manifestation of atmospheric elec- 
tricity, although ordinary lightning 
has been explained and protection 
against its effects has become a def- 
inite branch of engineering. A news- 
paper inquiry into “ball lightning” 
was conducted some time ago and 
many strange stories were collected. It 
should be added that the anecdotes 
emanated from sources worthy of at 
least part credence. There is only 
one case known in which “ball light- 
ning” did any damage. On that oc- 
casion a flaming ball was seen to run 
along a wire for twenty-four miles, 
finally exploding and destroying a 
powerhouse and doing some $60,000 
worth of damage at Rhyolite (Neva- 
da). As in all other cases reported, 
the ball was said to move extremely 
slowly. Numerous persons report hav- 
ing seen such balls of fire. Asa rule 
they move few feet from the ground 
with a sort of slow, irregular glid- 
ing motion. Sometimes they move 
along wires, bouncing in the air at 
intervals. In general, their disap- 
pearance is marked by a loud explo- 
sion. They are said to vary in size 
from an ordinary marble to a large 
pumpkin. At times, a large number 
of them have been seen at one time, 
producing a magnificent pyrotechnic 


display.

New War 
Novel.

The most discussed book in eastern 


1 Europe, one that is bound to equal 


the phenomenal successes of recent 
war novels once it is translated into 
English, is “A Siberian Garrison,’ 
by Rodion Markovits, a Hungarian 
lawyer of Jewish decent. He was 
obliged to await its success till the 
present boom in war literature. In 
1926 the book was refused by Buda- 
pest publishers, and made a modest 
appearance in Transylvania. Since 
its re-publication here it has run into 
many editions, and translations will 
shortly be published in seven foreign 
countries, including America. “A 
Siberian Garrison” lays no claim to 
literary merit. It is a straightfor- 
ward account of things seen, done and 
reflected upon. The life of the pris- 
oners is full of hard work, and at first 
is gay with childish activities and 
practical jokes. But after the revolu- 
tion come hardship and hairbreadth 
escapes. Extraordinary is the adven- 
ture of Dima, a prisoner with a pas- 
sion fer lecturing on the gods of the 
east, who takes four stolen guns and a 
ragged group of 127 men to the ceme- 
tery and waits till Kolchak’s exhaust- 
ed army (30,000 men and 70,000 
horses) comes straggling along in the 
twilight, and yields itself up to the 
little band. In this second book “The 
Gold Train” just published, Markovits 
tells the story of the ten wagons of 
gold from the Russian National bank, 
which the communists recaptured from 


the Czech legionaries who held the 

trans-Siberian railway. It is a breath- 

less story of incredible adventures.

Grand Jury Investigation 
Should Be Welcomed 
By Every Council Member 


Editor Constitution: Your leading 
editorial in Tuesday’s paper is most 
refreshing and I write to applaud its 
wholesome spirit and to endorse the 
suggestion that the grand jury inves- 
tigate the ugly rumors that have 
gained currency reflecting upon the 
integrity of our .ouncilmen and al- 
dermen. 

The reflection undoubtedly affects 
only a few: but since the rumors, like 
most rumors do, cast their ugly 
shadows upon all alike, it is decidedly 
to the interest of the innocent that 
their skirts be cleared of any sus- 
picion. 

You are correct in your argument 
that the investigation should be made 
by such an inquisitorial body as would 
not be influenced or swayed. by po- 
litical or personal considerations, so 
that finality could be given to its con- 
clusions by the public. 

Such an 
peculiarly appropriate and timely now 
that it has been decided to ask the 
voters to authorize another bond is- 
sue for the city’s hospital needs. 

Rumors of graft are _ ruinously 
prejudicial to the development and 
progress of the city and its projected 
enterprises, for there is a large class 
that readily credits and industriously 
circulates any report that tes to 
undermine public faith and confi- 
dence, 

No more effective n.easures could 
be adopted to clear the atmosphere 
of this static resistance than an im- 
partial, judicial inquisition into the 
whole broad question of how the city’s 
money is being spent and if any 
portion of it is being diverted into 
wrongful channels. The inquiry 
should embrace also any possible vio- 
lation of the Jaw by members of coun- 
cil, the board of aldermen and all 
other boards with reference to their 
selling their services or supplies to 
the city, directly or indirectly; or 
being a party to the suppression of 
free and open competition in such pur- 
chases in favor of friends and rela- 
tives. 

Men who are unselfishly giving their 
time and services to the city are cer- 
tainly entitled to exoneration at the 
hands of a body of business men such 
as the grand jury of the county, from 
which body a clean bill of health 
would go a long ways to allaying the 
cruel stories that are being circulated 
about them. 

Besides, it would be far more sat- 
isfying to the general public than the 
unseemly denunciation of the authors 
of such rumors as “contemptible cow- 
ards,” accompanied by a challenge to 
“meet me onstiie outside.”

Hope Steadied By Hoover Plan. 

Leaders in congress and authorities 
of the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States have their hopes of 
“business as usual” and continued 
prosperity steadied by the Hoover 
plan to enlist the great employers of 
capital. and labor in a_ concerted 
movement to speed up their enter- 
prises. 

The. agreement by the _ railway 
executives is estimated te mean the 
expenditure of anywhere from $500.- 
000,000 to $1,000,000,000 in railway 
construction, new equipments and 
other forms of transportation expan- 
sion. 

The demand of Mayor Walker that 
the departments of Greater New York 
begin their construction programs to 
consume another billion dollars for 
labor and materials is another big 
stimulus to the general hope. 

Other lines of public enterprise will 
he brought into the plan by the con- 
ferences the president is yet to hold, 
so that the prospect is that “Old Man 
Pessimist” will be run back into his 
hole as the ground hog is when he 
finds himself blinking at a bright 
February sun.

Sinclair Sniffs the Outer Air. 

Harry Sinclair, the oi] multi-million- 
aire, who took the advise of a too- 
cocky lawyer, and treated the United 
States senate and a federal court with 
contempt, has ended his seven months’ 
sojourn as a prisoner in the District 
of Columbia jail. He had a rather 
soft job even in durance vile, for his 
youthful experiences as a pharmacist 
clerk enabled-a kind jailer to assign 
him to the prison’s druggery. He 
thrived there, was a “model prisoner,” 
and comes out in good health, and with 
a wised-up estimate of the respect due 
to senates and courts. 

The value of Sinclair’s imprisonment 
is in the lesson it teaches to thpse 
who overestimate the power of their 
much money to make them superior to 
decency and justice. It is likely to 
be quite a while before another of his 
kind will turn up his nose and wiggle 
his fingers at the national senate or 
one of Uncle Sam’s courts. It will 
be wholesome to learn’ that justice 
still wears blinders and can't see a 
dollar-mark brand on’ any man. 


Senator Harris After More Dryness. 

Our Senator Harris is disposed to 
demand increased appropriations to 
speed up enforcement of the dry laws. 
He is not satisfied with the poor re- 
sults being obtained by the prohibition 
unit. Nobody else is. And in order 
to deprive the enforcement bureau of 
the defense of poverty of funds, he 
proposes to give them all. they can 
profitably use. 

But there are many students of the 
prohibition situation who do not be- 
lieve that more money can make pro- 
hibition effective. Another dry-voting 
congresman has just been indicted for 
violating the dry law and the arrests 
of several federal and state officials 
in different parts of the country for 
participation in liquor crimes, are be- 
ing constantly reported. 

What seems to be needed more than 
much money is more federal prisons to 
hold liquor convicts. 


‘Health Talks

How to Fend the Surgeon Off Your 
Stomach. 

Fourteen men on a dead man’s 
chest. Yo, ho, ho, for a bottle of rum. 

lt always seemed rather ghastly to 
me, but if such a great author as KR. 
L. S. saw fit to pile all those men on 
the poor fellow’s thorax ] supposed 
it was all fit and proper, in a story. 
even though it might not be approved 
in real life. 

The patient with peptic ulcer (other- 
wise called stomach or gastric ulcer 
and sometimes duodenal ulcer) is not 
in such a-desperate plight as the dead 
man who calls for the rum. But the 
peptic ulcer patient has to look alive 
if he would keep the surgeons off his 
epigastrium, these days. He had bet- 
ter leave rum, yes and tobacco, severe- 
ly alone, or have as little to do with 
either of them as possible. Instead of 
rum he should cry for chalk—a pound 
of prepared chalk. 

Only a few years ago it looked for 
a while as though the surgeons were 
going to take over all peptic ulcer 
cases, and try various interesting 
procedures on them, from gastro-en- 
terostomy or shortcireuiting of the 
food to pylorectomy, which means cut- 
ting out the lower gateway of the 
stomach, or subtotal gastrectomy, 
which means cutting out as much of 
the stomach as the surgeon figures 
the patient doesn’t need, including, of 
course, the ulcerated area. This move- 
ment became so strong that some of 
us timid doctors began to treat our 
peptic ulcer patients under a_ bond 
of secrecy, lest the general public learn 
of it and condemn us for dilly-dallying, 
as happens to the doctor who keeps a 
case of acute appendicitis out of the 
operating room. 

But thanks to a few brave souls 
like Alvarez and Sippy, good doctors 
everywhere are now treating peptic 
ulcer cases medically and obtaining a 
cure in most cases where the patients 
abide by the advice given by the doc- 
tor and never again get out of train- 
ing, once they are brought into good 
condition. 

It seems that the peptic ulcer pa- 
tient, like the diabetic or tuberculous 
patient, must keep on minding the 
rules for life and never relapse into 
bad habits after the trouble is reme- 
died. 

Many peptic ulcer patients are now 
successfully treated by diet and medi- 
cation without confinement in_ bed. 
The main features of the medical 
treatment are frequent (two-hourly) 
feedings, with three regular meals of 
suitable food, and more or less alkalis 
in the way of medicine to neutralize 
excessive acidity. It has been found 
satisfactory to use smaller doses of 
alkalis than were formerly employed, 
notably in the Sippy method, and in 
some cases the large doses of alkalis 
produced toxic effects, 

Ten or 15 years ago duodenal tube 
feeding was much favored by many 
physicians—the patient swallowing a 
tube which was left in place, and 
through which suitably prepared nutri- 
ment was injected directly into the 
duodenum. ‘This is now abandoned 
by the leading physicians, in favor of 
frequent small feeding by mouth. 

Among the alkalis best suited for 
neutralizing excessive stomach acidity 
is calcium carbonate, prepared chalk. 
Any one may take as much of this as 
will cover a dime (say 10 grains) 
three times_a day, to relieve excessive 
acidity and its attendant discomforts. 

Peptic ulcer patients must beware 
especially of too vigorous exercise. 
They should never take physical cul 
ture healers or their suggestions se- 
riously.

“The purpose of these declarations 
is to give assurance that conflicts 
should not occur during the present 
situation which will affect the conti- 
nuity of work, and thus to maintain 
stability of employment.” 


Labor Heads Attend. 


Present at the labor conference were 
Secretary Davis and William Green, 
president, and half a dozen other of- 
ficials of the American Federation, 
and the: heads of the four brother- 
hoods. The president outlined to them 
the general purposes for which he has 
invited representative groups to Wash- 
ington and laid before them the re- 
sults of the forenoon meeting with 
business and industrial leaders.

More Construction. 


“In the steel industry it was stated 
that large construction programs 
would be undertaken for replacement 


of antiquated and obsolete plants. 

“It was considered that the absorp- 
tion of capital in loans on the stock 
market had postponed much construc- 
tion and that the flow of this capi- 
tal back to industry and commerce 
woull now assist renewed construc- 
tion. 

“It was the opinion that an indi- 
rect but very substantial contribution 
could be made to the extension of 
credit for local building purposes and 
for conduct of smaller business if the 
banks would freely avail themselves 
of the rediscount privilege offered by 
the federal reserve banks. 

‘The meeting considered it was de- 
sirable that some definite organiza- 
tion. should be established under a 
committee representing .the different 
industries and sections of the business 
community which would undertake to 
follow up the president’s program in 
the different industries. 

“It was considered that the de- 
velopment of co-operative spirit and 
responsibility in the American busi- 
ness world was such that the business 
of the country itself could and should 
assume the reponsibility for the mo- 
bilization of the industrial and com- 
mercial agencies to these ends and to 
co-operate with the governmental agen- 
cies, 

“The members of the group agreed 
to act as a temporary advisory com- 
mittee with the secretary of commerce 
who was authorized to add to the com- 
mittee. Julius Barnes, chairman of 
the Chamber of Commerce, was asked 
to create an executive committee from 
members of this group and the va- 
rious trade organizations who could 
assist in expansion of construction 
and maintenance of employment. A 
definite canvass will be made of the 
different industrial fields to develop 
the amount of such construction.” 

Some of the individual industrial 
leaders at the conference expressed 
their confidence in the outlook for 
general business, among those describ- 
ing it as good being Owen D. Young, 
Julius Rosenwald. Myron C. Taylor. 
chairman of the finance committee of 
the United States Steel Corporation; 
Clarence Woolley, president of the 
American Radiator Company, and 
Redfield Proctor, president of the New 
England council. 

Mr. Young and Mr. Wooley had 
luncheon with the president during 
which they continued the discussions 
and they later held individual conver- 
sations at the treasury with Secre- 
tary Mellon and Governor Roy A. 
Young, of the federal reserve board, 
who were present at the White House 
conference along with Secretary La- 
mont; Alexander P. Legge, chairman 
of the federal farm board, and Dr. 
Julius Klein, assistant secretary of 
commerce. 

Julius Barnes, chairman of _ the 
board of the United States Chamber 
of Commerce, announced in a state- 
ment tonight that he would proceed 
immediately to carry out the sugges- 
tion of the White House business con- 
ference that there be created an exec- 
utive committee from the’ various 
trade associations. . 

He said he expected to call together 
within two weeks representatives of 
from 100 to 200 trade associations to 
survey the whole situation and name 
the committee. 

The chamber of commerce chairman 
predicted that this committee would 
be a continuing organization to pre- 
serve the balance of American busi- 


ness. 
“Find Key Log.” 


“We need to find the key log in 
a jam,” he said. “If you can focus 
your attention on it and get it, you 
can go ahead.

tices to their labor. Now that some 
of these mills are coming south, we 
find some of our southern c*tatesmen 
angrily defending these same prac- 
tices in the south. They denounced 
high protective tariff of New Eng- 
land industries; now they are clamor- 
ing for that same protection for south- 
ern mills. Surely, dollars make us 
all do alike.” 

Right of labor to organize and to 
bargain collectively was held by the 
commission to be’ “inalienable” and 
it noted that “less ground for ¢om- 
plaint exists in Georgia textfe *mills 
than in other southern states.” 

“We are glad to note,” the report 
said, “that many of the leading tex- 
tile industries have foreseen the ne- 
cessity and the duty of considering 
the rights and the welfare of em- 
ployes as of paramount importance 
in the administration of their mills.” 

Indorse Prohibition Law. 


The prohibition amendment to the 
constitution was described as “the 
greatest piece of welfare legislation 
ever enacted by any nation in all 
history.” The commission indorsed 
the law and declared that the results 
of the law “have been on the whole 
most beneficial.” 

Movements for international peace 
were indorsed by the commission, and 
gambling, Sunday amusements, ngn- 
payment of taxes and non-voting of 
citizens were deplored. :

Plan Gains Support.

sion that are as good as those pro- 
posed in the Mercer charter amend- 
ments.” ; 
Etheridge said the holding commis- 
sion had suffered a loss of $15,000 
through exchange of bonds, 
“vielded no income for paper known 
as Adair bonds.” He said the Adair 


bonds “did not pan out” and that the. 


holding commission lost money “just 
as many others lost.” — 
Would Divide Trustees. 

The charter amendments would 
provide that the “30 trustees of the 
university be divided into rotating sec- 
tions of six persons each and that fu- 
ture yaeancies be filled by the board 
of trustees, which would appoint four 
of the men, and the alumni of the 
university, which would name two, 
such nominations to be subject to con- 
vention appreval. The convention 
now names the trustees. 

e other amendment would pro- 
vide that all. monies in the future 
presented to the university be placed 
in hands of an endow committee 
of five, who shall not be trustees, but 
affirmed by the trustees, the money 
to be invested in first mortgage bonds, 
high-grade government, city, county, 
industrial, public utility and railroad 
securities.

case to the advisory pardon ard 
for investigation and recommendation. 
In his appeal Mooney asserts his in- 
nocence. 

The governor said that he was _tak- 
ing this step as an aid toward an 
early determination of the real facts 
in the case. 

“Althouzh i* has been the an- 
nounced policy,” he said, “of the gov- 
ernor’s office to submit to this board 
all prison cases which are regarded 
as sufficiently deserving to merit care- 
ful consideration. I have hitherto not 
done so in this instance, hoping that 
I might reach a definite conclusion 
in my owu mind and thus avoid tak- 
ing any action wich might tend to 
delay a final decision.” 

The governor made it plain that in 
asking the pardon board to consider 
the case. he was not shifting respon- 
sibility from his shouldefs. : 

“I am satisfied that the public is 
earnestly desirous of a final determi- 
nation as to the cases of Mooney and 
Billings,” he said. “It wants that de- 
termination at the earliest possible 
moment but above all, it desires the 
determination to be a correct one. For 
that reason I have been repeatedly 
urged to appoint a commission of im- 
partial and outstanding men to make 
a thorough study of these cases, in 
order that the final decision might be 
based upon something more conclusive 
than the results of the study of one 
individual. While I recognize the val- 
ve of this suggestion I have never felt 
the need of such an extra legal body: 
since in California we have a pardon 

rd set up by statute for this ex- 
press purpose, as well as the supreme 
sourt in cases of persons twice con- 
victed of felony.”

Edenfield, contrary to reports here, 
is not a deputy sheriff and is con- 
nected in no way witlr the sheriff's 
office, it was stated today by Sheriff 
Warren. He is a constabie with ju- 
risdiction only in the Haywood dis- 
trict. 

Adams, a typical member of the 
gypsy race, had stopped by the road- 
side 12 miles north of Waycross, on 
federal route No. 1, Sunday after- 
noon, to fix an automobile tire, ac- 
cording to officers, and when ordered 
by Edenfield to move on, a quarrel 
ensued. Endenfield shot Adams in 
the stomach, from close range, and 
then was attacked by the wounded 
man. Adams used an _ automobile 
crank, it is said, inflicting injuries 
that necessitated - Edenfield being 
placed under the care of physicians. 
He was attended by the county phy- 
sician today after being placed under 
arrest. Adams diec in a Waycross 
hospital Tuesday.

Auto Magnate Gives Views 
of Causes of Market 
Crash.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—@M)— 
Henry Ford wrote his own ptescrip- 
tion today for improving business con- 
ditions by announcing an immediate 
general increase in the wages of his 
many thousands of employes over the 
country. 

Visiting Washington at the invita- 
tion of President Hoover, he sat in 
on a three hours’ conference of in- 
dustrial leaders at the White House 
and then issued a previously prepared 
statement of what he thought ought 
to be done to counteract the stock 
market fall. 

Then rushing uptown for a hasty 
lunch, he returned to the White 
House for a brief talk with the presi-. 
dent and as he was getting into his 
light overcoat before starting back 
huiwwe he smilingly made his wage in- 
crease announcement to a couple of 
inquiring White House newspaper re- 
porters. 

Let Ticker Alone. 

“We are going to increase the basic 

wage scale of our employes,” the au- 


tomobile manufacturer blandly an- 
nounced, 

“When”? He was asked. 

“Immediately.” 

“How much’? . 

“Oh, it will be general.” 

“Will it be as much as 10 per cent.” 

“We kn@w the amount, but it has 
to be worked out in detail. But we 
are increasing wages. That's plain 
enough, isn’t it’? 

Mr. Ford had given wage increases 


as one remedy in the prepared state-|, 


ment which he and his secretary dis- 
tributed at the White House after the 
general business conference. 

He also had some other remedies 
for the situation.

“You know we closed the Wash- 
ington plant for two or three days 
a couple of weeks ago but we didn’t 
hear much about that,” he added, as 
he smilingly dismissed the reports of 
general curtailment of activities in 
his factories, 

Only Slight Depression. 

“Collapse of speculation may have 
been the occasion of a business hesi- 
tation,” Mr. Ford continued, “but it 
certainly was not the cause. 

“The stock market does not make 
prosperity but prosperity is absolute- 
ly essential to such an inflation of 
values as we have seen during the 
past year. When an inflated stock 
market breaks, it does not necessar- 
ily carry general business down with 
it, but when general business declines 
it invariably deflates the artificial 
values of the stock market. ; 

“That is what happened. It was 
only the temporary diversion of busi- 
ness men’s attention that prevented 
them from seeing what was happen- 
ning. It is now clear to all that 
the real explanation of the present 
situation is not to be found in re- 
cent stock market history but in re- 
cent business history. 

“There’s no startling, miraculous 
plan of recovery and advance: it is 
still as plain and familiar as a copy 
book maxim... The situation promises 
much better than it did a year ago. 
We were on the threshold of a neces- 
sary change anyhow, and if some men 
stumbled when they crossed it, it was 
only because their eyes were else- 
where. A year ago the country was 
expecting something to happen; now 
that it is over and past, the road 
ahead is clear. 

“President Hoover's call for a con- 
ference has had the beneficent effect 
of focusing our eyes on the main 
question. The president will be able 
to show the country that there is 
nothing to fear and that if everyone 
will attend to his own work the fu- 
ture will be secure.”

heart (if may beat for years, but it won’t beat forever), 1 read that the 
Prince of Wales has taken up knitting as an indoor sport. So, I read 
further, has Prince George, Lord Harewood, Lord Gainford and Lord 
Holmpatrick and Lord knows who. -It begins to look as though knitting 
would become general among the members of the English sporting set. 

The nurse suggests that 1 might take up the sport in a dilettante sort 
of way to help pass the remaining weeks in which I must remain quite 
horizontal. That is hitting a man when he is down, because there is 
nothing to throw at her but a typewriter which has been raised a pet. 

This;is most serious sporting news. Since all our sports but the 
national pastime itself and the game of lacrosse came from England, 
there is’ no doubt that it will mot be long before the younger men of 
our sporting set will be taking up knitting as a sport in a serious fashion. 
As I anger it, oyr English cousins will not even concede us baseball. 
They claim -that it iS glorified rounders or something of the sort. 

These games creep in on us gradually. There is golf, for 
instance. years ago golfers were curios in the United 
States. There were very few links and the occupants of them 
were regarded as being very queer indeed. w, so Mr. Grant- 
land Rice tells me, there are 5,000,000 golfers in the United 
States, all of them quite serious, and Mr. Robert Tyre Jones is 
quite as prominent a public character as Mr.. Babe Ruth. 

Even the boys of the Roaring Forties go a-golfing, not only un- 
ashamed, but proud of it. Mr. Leon Phelonious Flynn and Mr. Will 
Lahiff, whose notions of recreation and exercise used to be playing 
snooker pool at Jack Doyle’s until the milk wagon rolled around, are 
now golf addicts and proud of their scores. They have left the virile 
game of snooker pool in the great indoors to engage in the pastime of 
the outdoors which they used to deride. 

That is why I fear the consequences of this indorsement of knitting 
as a sport by the Prince of Wales and all the other boys on the other 
side. Of course, for the present our leaders of sport will look at this 
new pastime for the virile males a little askance, or something of the 
sort. But wait. 

One of these days you will walk into the stands at the Yankee 
stadium or the Polo grounds and you will find that some of the 
boys will have their knitting with them. You will héar conversa- 
tion to this effect: “I did one sock yesterday afternoon, though 
I was held up for half an hour trying to turn the heel.” This 
boast will be delivered with the same pride of a golfer saying: 

“IT just broke 90.” 

The craze is bound to spread. All our sporting men will be getting 
themselves balls of yarn and knitting needles. In one way it will be a 
great thing for the inmates of the Old Ladies’ Home. They will be in 
great demand as coaches and instructors. When an American takes up 
a new’ sport he does it with the utmost gravity and seriousness. At 
golf he gets himself a professional to teach him how to swing and pivot 
and what not. Naturally, when he takes up knitting in a serious way he 
will have to have a professional to teach him how to knit in the orthodox 


fashion. 
KNITTING IN POLITICS. 


The craze will hit New York first, naturally, after it has become well 
established in England. Mayor Walker, always a leader in our sports 
and fashions, probably will be one of our first sporting knitters. He 
will take his knitting to the board of aldermen meetings. 

Instantly the members of the board will see that it is the proper thing 
to do, and it will not be long before the members cf the board will be 
sitting like so many Madame Defarges, knitting. I suppose that some 
of them never will become fancy knitters, but what of it? There are 
some golfers who always will be duffers and never come within 20 of 
par for any course. But if our duffers cannot knit a sock, at least they 
can knit at it and get all the benefits of the sport. 

At the same time there should be a general revival of crochet- 

ing as a sport. Of course, this is not the fine game that knitting 

can be made, but it is a game of the same nature within its 

limitations. 

Personally, I should like to see the old sport of crazy-quilt making 
revived, That, I understand, was a typically American sport which was 
allowed to pass because of the declining interest in quilts. It was the 
crazy quilt that used to hold the American home together and it called 
for sportsmanship and self-restraint in refraining from pinching a piece 
of silk that would just fit correctly into one of those crucial crazy quilts. 

I suppose that it will not be long before there will be international 

knitting contests. Somebody should offer a cup immediately. A knitting 
team headed by the Prince of Wales, or by Prince George, should be 
indueed to cross over to compete for it. 
_ With this prospect in the offing it is high time that we did something 
in the way of preparedness. Our knitters should get busy and hold 
eliminations to pick the team. Otherwise, we shall be caught with our 
yarn snarled and the cup will go to England, probably to remain there 
longer than the Davis cup will remain in France.

if the present evils of competition in 


‘colleges are not remedied. That is 
| interesting. 


Brundage is a_ college 
man, and was a great athlete at the 
University of Illinois some years ago. 
It is surprising that he would make 
a statement of this sort, as 1 see no 
connection between the two. There 
is too much of a trend today to place 
the blame of everything on some 
other attractive feature of life. 

The A. A. U. should never recog- 
nize that the situation in American 
colleges is endangering their own or- 
ganization. I have never yet been 
able to appreciate the difference be- 
tween providing free tuition in col- 
lege for athletes and providing free 
membership in athletic clubs for ath- 
letes. Both represent a certain 
amount of money provided—and the 
former is a much more tenable posi- 
tion than the latter. The providing 
of tuition expenses to athletes is done 
at many colleges, but the same pro- 
visions for release from expenses is 
made for hundreds of students who 
are not athletes, so that discrimina- 
tion in favor of athletes is hard to 
prove. However, few athletic clubs 
and independent organizations. pro- 
vide free membership to any class ex- 
cept athletes. 

[ should think that a much more 
relevant subject for discussion at the 
National A. A. U. meeting would 
have been the abolition of free ath- 
letic memberships in clubs, 


PRO FOOTBALL. 

The absolute disappearance of any 
a parent differences between profes- 
sional football leagues and colleges is 
a great thing for both sides. Profes- 
sional football managers were wise 
in the decision to keep away from 
college football players until after 
they had been graduated, and col- 
leges were wise in dropping the er- 
roneous idea that professional foot- 
ball was hurting the college game. 
Their paths do not cross, and never 
did as much as many people thought. 


Professional games are drawing 
good crowds in the east and middle 
west, but they never compete with 
college games. The managers are too 
wise for that. They play all of their 
games on Sunday, and thus provide 


| Inany people an opportunity of seeing 
former college players that they are 


prevented from seeing because of 
necessity of work and inability to get 
tickets to college games. 

Professional games are not as in- 
teresting as college games because 
of the inability of the backs to make 
consistent gains. ‘The reason for this 
is that the defense is so perfect that 
a ball carrier has no chance at. all. 
Forward passing is the main element 
in the game, and scores are low. Only 
people who are truly interested in 
the technique of the game, or fans 
who follow some particulaz star pay 
money to see these games.. The game 
lacks the color and the uncertainty 
of college. competition, and has no 
great future as a money making prop- 


osition.

A new athletic conference may 
spring into being in the south before 
the start of another football season. 

Both Furman and Oglethorpe uni- 
versities have decided to withdraw 
from the Seuthern Intercollegiate 
Athletic Association and _ there is 
much talk that several other schools 
will shortly follow suit. 

It is believed that these withdraw- 
als are the first move in a plan to 
form a smaller and more compact 
conference of Georgia, North anid 
Sonth Carolina and Virginia schools. 

As now constituted, the S. Il. A. A. 
is a large, unwieldly group of more 
than 30 small colleges, scattered over 
the south from Kentucky to Louisi- 


ana. 
NEW PLANS. 

J. D. Poteat, faculty director of ath- 
letics, speaking for Furman, and Dr. 
Thornwell Jacobs, Oglethorpe presi- 
dent, say they ultimately hope to be- 
come members of a more centrally lo- 
cated conference. 

Georgia is now represented in the 
S. I. A. A. by Mercer and Oglethorpe. 
South Carolina has Furman, Newber- 
ry. Erskine, Citadel and Presbyterian. 

No schools in North Carolina or 
Virginia belong to the present group, 
but North Carolina has both David- 
son and Wake Forest, now unattached 
and a half dozen Virginia schools 
would be available for a new confer- 
ence including the University of Rich- 
mond, Lynchburg College, Roanoke 
College and William and Mary.

4 cents a bushel jump in wheat values 
resulted today from buying rushes that 
“were largely due to disturbing crop 
advices from Argentina. Abandon- 
ment of 18 per cent of Argentine 
wheat acreage was officially an- 
nounced, and estimates of the Argen- 


tine exportable surplus from the new 
wheat crop were reduced today to as 
low as 91,000,000 bushels, a total de- 
cidedly the smallest suggested so far 
this season. Anxiety was around also 
by reports of heavy menace from black 
rust spreading in southern Argentina 
where the wheat harvest is yet three 
toxfour weeks distant. 

Under heavy selling to realize prof- 
its, though, the day's top prices for 
. wheat failed to hold, and the market 
hee closed unsettled, 2 1-8 to 2 5-8 
cents above yesterday's finish. Corn 
closed unchanged to 3-8 off; oats 1-4 
to 1-2 cent up, and provisions varying 
from 2c decline to an equal advance. 

Adding to the stimulus of big aban- 
donment of wheat acreage in Arzgen- 
tina and of alarm about meager 
threshing returns in that country. 
Chicago wheat traders took sharp no- 
tice today of reduction of British bank 
rates as well as of dispatches from 
Melbourne, Australia, saying the Vic- 
toria Wheat Growers’ Association - 
nounced that no wheat from the 192% 
Victoria crop would be available “ve 
export. Muoreover, figures were at 
hand here showing that rainfall in the 
Canadian wheat belt has been under 
the average for the past month and 
sub-soil moisture. Next spring sould 
probably again prove’ inadequate. 
Some revival of good export demand 
for wheat frem North America also 
was noted, trans-Atlantic purchases 
of United States and Canadian wheat 
today amounting to 1,000,000 bushels 
with the Chicago-Liverpool price dif- 
ference 9 1-S cents, the widest in a 
number of weeks. 

« Reactions from wheat price bulges 
today showed but little force until aft- 
er the market had risen to the highest 
level reached since November 4. At 
that stage setbacks gained greater mo- 
mentum but the market nevertheless, 
kept much of its gains, and the un-
